THE Department of Agriculture has 


.making an inquiry to determine the total 
'area of tillable land in, the United States 
and the amount actually under cultivation. 
It finds that about 60 per cent 61 the area, 
or 1,140,000,000 acres, is capable 6f being 
brought under cultivation by means of the 
plow. 
This does not include land which 


dannbt be plowed but is available for pas- 
lo/e or fruit-growing, and it Is estimated 
that 19 per cent of the area of the country 
is of this kind. Thtiemaining 21 per cent 
is classed as of no use foj agriculture, pres- 
ent 6r future. 


According to the last cenSus only 27 per 


cent of the tillable land in the United-States 
is actually under cultivation, or 16 per cent 
of the total land area. In other words, for 
every 100 acres that are now ''tilled,about 
375 acres may be tilled when the country 
is fully developed. 
In the development of 


agriculture the land which was most easily 
brought into cultivation was, of course, de- 
veloped first, and the growth of the future 
will be made at greater expense for clear- 
ing, drainage, irrigation, etc. 


These figures are of interest because they 


•have an important bearing on-the current 
discussion of the cost of living as related to 
agricultural production. If it is true, that 
only 27 per cent o'f the arable land in the 
United States Is now producing crops suffi- 
cient for the wants of nearly one hundred 
million people, it is plain that the food pro- 
ducing capacity of the country has scarcely 
bean touched. On this basis Intensive farm- 
ing of every tillable acre, such as is now 
practiced in most European countries, 
would result in a food production capable 
of sustaining a population nearly-rour times 
as f reat as we now have.

ment report, we have a total area of 66,- 
000,000 acres of which it is estimated that'

which must remain non-agricultural. Yet 
in the year 1009 only 4 per cent of our 
land area was in crops and^only 11 per cent 
of the land was cultivated winch is estimat- 
,ed. as "potentially tillable." In other words, 
for every acre of Colorado soil which pro- 
duced a crop in i%9, there were 9.5 acres 
which could have been made similarly pro- 
ductive.

• The conclusion expressed in the Depart- 


ment's report is that "the increased produc- 
tion of the future will be the result of in- 
creased yields per acre, as well as extension 
of area.'' This will be the solution of the 
problem of food supply, though whether it 
will bring about a substantial reduction in 
the cost of tood-stliffs depends a good deal 
on the rate of increase of the population.
